Definitions 


Tread series estimates are used to 
“smooth" data to enable longer 
term trends to become more 
noticeable. They are the preferred 
series to use when making a 
comparison over time, eg. 12 
months. 


Original series estimates (or 
unadjusted estimates) are the 
survey data as collected, 
generalised to the relevant 
population. These estimates have 
not been seasonally adjusted or 
trend adjusted ("smoothed"). 


Employment 


States’ trend series comparisons — 

The Australian and State frend series comparisons, shown on page 24, indicate that 
there was an increase of 1.4 per cent in Tasmania's employment over the year to 
October 1994. The largest percentage increase in employment was in Queensland (5.5 
per cent). The next highest increase in employment was in Western Australia (3.8 per 
cent), followed by NSW (3.5 per cent) and Victoria (3.1 per cent). South Australia 
had an increase in employment of 2.3 per cent. 


Regional Tasmania's original series figures — 

In the Hobart and Southern Statistica] Division the estimate of unadjusted 
employment increased by 4000 between September 1993 and September 1994 to 
98 200. The estimate of employment in the Mersey-Lyeil Statistical Division was 
43 900 in September 1994, an increase of 154} on the figure for September 1993. 
Employment in the Northern Statistical Division decreased by [500 between 
Sepiember 1993 and September 1994 to 53 800.

Unemployment 


Tasmania's trend series figures — 

The Tasmanian provisional frend series estimate of 23 100 unemployed persons in 
October 1994 was a decrease of 4700 on the figure for October 1993 of 27 800. The 
estimate of the unemployment rate of 10.6 per cent in October 1994 was a decrease 
compared to the estimate of the unemployment rate of 12.7 per cent in October 1993. 
(See tables 3-8, pages 2-7) 


The labour force 


Tasmania's trend series figures — 

In October 1994 there was an unadjusted estimate of 366 300 civilian Tasmanians 
aged 15 or more. There were an estimated 217 400 persons (based on trend series 
estimates) in the labour force. The estimate of the labour force participation rate in 
October 1994 was 59.3 per cent, compared with the figure of 60.2 per cent in October 
1993. 


For males, the estimate of the participation rate was 71.f per cent, compared with 
71.2 per cent for October 1993. For females, the cstimate of the participation rate was 
48.0 per cent (compared with 49.5 per cent in October 1993).

Employed wage and salary earners 

In March 1994 there were approximately 142 500 employed wage and salary eamers 
in Tasmania. In March 1992 the figure was 144 700 employed wage and salary 
earners. 


In February 1994 the Tasmanian public sector accounted for 31.7 per cent of all 
employed wage and salary earners. Overall, the category Community services had the 
highest industry representation — 30.0 per cent — compared with the equivalent 


figure of 24.3 per cent recorded in February 1992. The next highest industry grouping 
was Wholesale trade and Retail trade (19.7 per cent, compared with 19.0 per cent in 
February [992) and Manufacturing (13.0 per cent, compared with 16.8 per cent in 
February £992). 


In February 1994, women made up 45.6 per cent of employed wage and salary 
earners. In February 1992, the equivalent figure was 44.0 per cent.

Award rates of pay indexes 

The annual movement from September 1993 to September 1994 of weekly award 
tates of pay indexes for Tasmania rose by 0.8 per cent for full-time adult females and 
by 0.8 per cent for full-time adult males. For Australia, the figures were §.3 per cent 
for females and t.2 per cent for males, for a combined annual increase of |.2 per cent. 


For full-time adult female employees in Tasmania, the largest industry increases over 
this 12 month period occurred in Recreation, personal and other services (3.0 per 
cent), and Manufacturing (2.4 per cent). 


For the same period for full-time adult male employees in Tasmania, the largest 
industry increases occurred in Recreation, personal and other services (2.2 per cent); 
and Wholesale and retail trade (1.9 per cent). 


The largest occupation increases over the same period for full-time adult female 
employees occurred in Plant and machine operators, and drivers (2.5 per cent); and 
Tradespersons (1.9 per cent}. 


For full-time adult male employces the largest occupation increases over the period 
occurred in Salespersons and personal service workers (1.7 per cent); and Plant and 
machine operators, and drivers (1.0 per cent).

Consumer price index 
The CP] increased in Hobart in the September quarter 1994 by 0.8 per cent, bringing 
the increase for the twelve months ending September to 2.1 per cent. 


This was higher than the annual increase for the weighted average of the eight capital 
cities (1.9 per cent), but lower than that for Brisbane (2.4 per cent), and Darwin (2.2 
per cent) and equal to that of Sydney. 


Major contributors to the quarterly increase in Hobart were an increase in the price of 
fresh fruit, mortgage interest charges, and cigarettes and tobacco. Small decreases 
were recorded in the prices of child care fees, pharmaceuticals and some food items.

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Building materials prices 

The price of building materials used in house building increased in Hobart by 3.6 per 
cent over the twelve months ending September 1994. This increase was above the 
national average of 2.9 per cent, and (with Mclbourne) was the equal highest of the 
State capitals. The main increase for Hobart was in the price of concrete tiles. 
Nationally, the prices of timber, concrete tiles and clay bricks ali increased. 


Prices for building materials used in building other than house building increased in 
Hobart by only 0.6 per cent in the year ended September 1994, which was the lowest 
of all the capital cities. The national increase was 2.0 per cent, with Sydney recording 
the largest increase at 2.3 per cent. 


The main factors in the annual rise for Hobart were increases in the price of structural 
timber (up 11.5 per cent), pre-cast concrete products (10.9 per cent), and non-ferrous 
pipes and fittings (22.0 per cent). Small drops were recorded for builders” hardware 
(5.0 per cent) and aluminitm windows (2.3 per cent).

State government outlays and asset sales 

Total outlays of the Tasmanian State Government in 1993-94 were $2296 million. 
This was $47 million, or 2.t per cent, above the total for 1992-93 of $2249 million, 
and represents 3.2 per cent of the total outlays made by Australian State and Territory 
governmenis combined ($72 285 million). 


In terms of expenditure by purpose, the largest increase was for transport and 
communications, which rose by $126 million due mainly to the purchase of the Spirit 
of Tasmania passenger ferry by the TT-Line. 


In 1993-94 there were some unusually large asset sales which were camied out 
primarily as part of the State’s debt reduction strategy. The TGIO was sold in 
November 1993 to TGIO Ltd. for a total of $53.5 million, $41.4 million of which was 
received in 1993-94. Also, the Tasmanian Development Authority (TDA) sold tts 
housing loans portfolio to Advance Bank Australia Ltd. in June 1994 for $98.] 
million. These resulted in the gencral government sector recording a surplus of $88 
million, following a deficit of $29 million in 1992-93. A return to a deficit (of $50 
million} is expected for 1994-95.

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Livestock slaughtering 
The trend (this indicates the underlying direction of the series) for slaughtering of 
cattle and calves and sheep is upwards while for pigs the trend has levelled out. 


Livestock slaughtering for cattle and calves have commenced an upward trend due to 
the high number slaughtered in September. For September 1994 the trend series 
shows that 17 600 cattle and calves were slaughtered. This was down 3.5 per cent on 
the September 1993 level of 18 200. 


A high level of sheep and lambs slaughtered during recent months has pushed the 
trond series to high levels. The trend level of 116 200 for September 1994 is 37.7 per 
cent above the 84 400 sheep and lambs slaughtered in September 1993. 


The trend for pigs siaughtered shows a peak in December 1993 and January 1994 of 
8000, followed by a slight dip to May [994. The trend level has been even for the last 
four months. The trend figure of 7900 pigs slaughtered in September 1994 was 
slightly above the level at September 1993.

Building approvals 

There were 313 new dwelling units approved during September 1994 in Tasmania, an 
cight per cent increase on the number recorded for August 1994, but an eight per cent 
decrease on the figure recorded for September 1993 (341). 


For the twelve months ended September 1994 there were 3996 new dwelling units 
approved, three per cent below the 4128 units recorded for the previous 
corresponding twelve months. 


The latest monthly trend estimates for the number of dwelling units approved show 
eleven consecutive months of decline. 


The highest number of dwelling units approved in September 1994 was recorded by 
the City of Clarence with 42, followed by the Municipality of West Tamar with 28, 
the Municipality of Meander Valley with 25 and the City of Launceston with 23. 


The value of new residentiat building approved, at current prices, in September 1994 
was $24.3 million, compared with the August 1994 figure of $23.2 million and the 
September 1993 figure of $23.8 million. 


The vatue of all buildings approved, at current prices, for September 1994 was $36.7 
million, compared with $38.6 million in August 1994 and $46.8 million in September 
1993.

Retail 

The trend estimate for turnover of retail and service establishments for September 
1994, in Tasmania, was $218.5 million, an increase of more than three per cent on the 
September 1993 figure of $211.7 million. Growth in the monthly trend estimate has 
been consistent at about 0.3 per cent for the past six months. 


The estimate of turnover for September 1994, for Australia ($8916.1 million), was 
over eight per cent higher than for September 1993. The trend estimate of turnover 
has weakened in September 1994, but remains a relatively strong 0.6 per cent 
following growth of 0.8 per cent in August and 0.9 per cent in July, 


South Australia, Victoria, Queensland and Western Australia have shown strong 
growth over recent months. Growth has weakened slightly in New South Wales. 


In original terms, the estimate of retail turnover in September 1994, for Tasmania, 
was $210.2 million, an increase of over one per cent on the figure recorded for 
August 1994 and nearly three per cent more than the figure recorded for September 
1993,

New motor vehicle registrations 

There were 1247 new motor vehicles (excluding motorcycles) registered in Tasmania 
during September 1994. This was over six per cent less than for August (1331), but 
27 per cent higher than the figure recorded for September 1993. There were 37] 
vehicles registered by vehicle renta] businesses during September 1994. 


Registrations for the twelve months ended September 1994 (13 089) were nearly four 
per cent more than for the twelve months ended September 1993 (12 596).
